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CHIEN was unable to finish his college work at Wuhan University 
as he was dismissed for political reasons by members of_ the 4 
"Blue Shirts.'' His chief professor, WANG Shih-chich (4%. 4 ee 
present Minister of Foreign Affairs, was unable to prevent his 
dismissal although he did not approve cf the action of the "Blue 
Shirts." CH'SN worked closely with Communist Party members after 
this. He was engared in underground vork in Peiping and Shanghal 
and did not take part in the "Long March" (as previously reported). 
CHIEN is very proud of his "rearing by the Party" although was 
not permitted to join until he was 20. {The Communist Party does 
not admit members under 18). (CIE was born in 1911), 


CH'EN was selected for the San Francisco Conterence and the Paris 
Labor and Youth Conference (attendance at both conferences pre~ 
viously reported) by a vote of the Central Committee in Yenan be~ 
cause he had devoted much time to the study of foreign affairs, 
economies and the English language, because he had worked hard 
on the youth problems of the "liberated" areas and because he 

had become a member of the Communist delegation to Chungking. 
While in the United States, he made two trips across the country, 
once by train and once by plane. He spent some 45 days in Paris 
but beyond the customary words of greeting does not speak French, 
(It was previously reported that he was Plugs in this language .) 
CIUEN refuses to comment on the Nationalist 7tMat he was selected 
to accompany TUNG Pie-wu ( ny 3K, ) to San Francisco to act 

as a checks and spy on his aetivities and decisions, 


From April 1946 until September 1946 CHIEN was the official 
"Chinese Communist Economist" in Chungking and Nanking. From 

' September 1946 until the present. he has heen the offielal spokes-~- 
man of the Party in Shanghai. CH'tEN would like to see American 
business carried on with the Communists if an opportunity should 
present itself. ec 
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CHEN doas not write for the Shanghai Communist Newsletter 
oe previously reported} but does write for Ch'un Chung

it is not registered with the Central Government.) He is 
considered one of the Communists’ English experts (previously 
reported). He adinits he belongs to the so-called ing lish- 
speaking groups of the Chinese Communist Party. This group is 
called the Chung Kung Te Yang Pao Tzu (>F ff 4 58°) | 
by members of the Democratic League, liberal Kuomintang members, 
and by the Communists themselves, “hen CIMEX speaks in his 
capacity as Party spokesman or when he writes for an official 
Party ofgan, he sticks completely to the Party "line." 

When not in this capacity, he says "what he pleases," CHEN 
has not impressed American observers as e "die-hard" Communist 
and he has mede many private statements which were "right" of 
the Party "line." He has been condemned by seme Communists for 
several some-what pro-American statements and he is not sure 

of his future in the Party. 


CH'EN has considerable personal affection for Mr. and Mrs, 
CHIAO Mu (irs. CHIAO is better known as KUNG Pong). Until 
November 1946 when the CITAOs left for Hongkong, CHEN lived 
with then at 107 Rue Massenet in "General CHOU Enelai's 
Shanghai residence." CHEN always speaks highly of LU Ting-i, 
Conmunist Propaganda Chief. He is a great friend of LO Lung-~ 
chi of the Democratic League whom he calls the “nos* pro- 
American" of the non-Kuomintang leaders in China. CH‘eNn 
treats TUNG Pi-wnu, chief spokesman of the Party in Nanking, 

aS a friend and worker on the "same level as himself,’ 


CHIRN's wife, ISU Komli (4F ¥y Be), a groduate of Kang 
Jih University, was formerly a’ triter and editor for the Chung- 
kime Hgin Hua Jih Pao. (previously ro orted).
